WASHINGTON, Feb. 3—~A 
defense ‘of the constitutionality 
of the St. Louis earnings tax 
was made here today by City 
Counselor Samuel H. Liberman 
before the United States Su- 

preme Court. 


In oral argument ona suit 
attacking the validity of the tax, 
Liberman told the court the 
levy is the city’s only salvation 
and means the difference be- 
tween bankruptcy and solvency. 
Without the $8,000,000 annual 
revenue from the tax, the city 
cannot survive and at the same 
time fight the blight and decay 
existing there, he’ said. 


The justices heard an attack 
on the validity of the tax by 
Stanley M. Rosenblum, St. Louis 
attorney, who charged that the 
tax is discriminatory and vio~ 
lates the equal protection clause 
of the Fourteenth Amendment 
to the Constitution in that it 
applies to the gross wages of in- 
dividuals but only to the net 
income of corporations. 

Pila‘ntiff’s Contention. 

“Diserimination is inherent in 
the classifications of taxpayers 
under the earnings tax law,” 
Rosenblum told the court. 
“These classifications provide 
Geductions for corporations and 
the self employed but none for 
the wage earner, They (the city) 
admit discrimination in the 
classifications but argue that 
this is not violative of the Con- 
stitution.” ’

contention that the earnings tax 
would be too expensive to col- 
lect if deductions granted wage 
earners made it necessary to 
check individual returns for 
auditing, make refunds and oth- 
erwise upset the “administrative 
simplicity in the present sys- 
tem.” 

“Administrative convenience” 
he continued, “cannot be used 
to justify discrimination in im- 
posing taxes.” 


He said, too, that it is un-

The Beeson Snafu 

It is time to ask again; Who is feeding Prest- 
dent Eisenhower his appointments to the inde- 
pendent regulatory agencies and commissions? 
Surely some of them are not being adequately 
checked into and cleared before the White 
House sends them to the Senate. 

The case of Albert C. Beeson of California, 
nominated by the President for the National 
Labor Relations Board, is in point. At a Senate 
Labor Committee hearing 10 days ago, Senator 
Lehman of New York asked Mr. Beeson about 
an interview in the San Jose (Calif.) Mercury. 
In the interview the appointee was quoted as 
saying that he expected to return to his old job 
with the Food Machinery & Chemical Corp, at 
the end of the year. Mr. Beeson told the Sena- 
tors flatly that he had not ma@e such a state- 
ment, 

Now it develops that Mr. Beeson “misunder- 
stood the question.” Summoned back before the 
committee, after it had reported his nomination 
favorably by a straight party vote, 7 to 6, the 
appointee says that he did say that his job was 
in effect being held open for him. He calls it 
an “honest mistake.” What happened in the in- 
terim was that the San Jose Mercury stood by 
what it ha@ printed. The newspaper said that 
Mr. Beeson had made the statement, that it 
knew he had made it and that it was taking 
nothing back. 

In the wake of this, two G.O.P. members of 
the Senate Labor Committee, Chairman Smith 
of New Jersey and Senator Cooper of Kentucky, 
have now reversed themselves in part at least. 
They have voted in favor of the motion of 
Senator Douglas of Illinois to put aside the 
Beeson appointment until the committee can 
learn more about Mr. Beeson’s obligations under 
the pension plan of the company from which 
Mr. Beeson would in effect be on leave. 


All this puts Chairman Smith of the Labor 
Committee in an embarrassing position because 
he summarily cut off the first hearing with the 
comment that the Democratic minority was being 
“obstructionist.” When the two parties are bal- 
anced so evenly as they are in the Senate, the 
chairman needs to guard against any arbitrary 
exercise of power. The prospect now is that the 
Beeson appointment will have even tougher go- 
ing on the floor than did the Robert E, Lee ap- 
pointment to the Federal Communications Com- 
mission. 

The Beeson snafu recalls the sorry misfire last 
year on the appointment of Tom Lyon of Utah 
to be Federal Mines Bureau chief, with its em- 
barrassment to President Eisenhower. After 
the White House's hasty withdrawal of the Lyon 
nomination it would seem that a check on such 
details as pension plans and company obligations 
would be standing operating procedure on all 
Eisenhower appointments of this character. 
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Senator Knowland’s Lament 

A great deal that almost nobody can fol- 
low has been spoken and written and printed 
about the Bricker amendment. In all this weiter 
of words, Senator Knowland, leader for the Re- 
publicans in the Senate, has said something that 
stands out for its clarity. Said the much-har- 
rassed would-be compromiser: “Everytime we 
plug the dike in one place something else opens 
up. I feel sympathy with the negotiators at Pan- 
munjom. There are only two sides there but here 
we have the 96 Senators plus the executive de- 
partments.” Had the Californian been a little 
less diplomatic he would have said: ‘95 Sena- 
tors plus Senator Bricker... . ”

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Former Chauffeur and Bodyguard 

Senator Hennings of Missouri performed a 
public service in his cross-examination of Wes- 
ley A. Swift, the leading complainant against 
Chief Justice Warren at the Senate Judiciary 
Committee hearing. 


Swift, like his colleague Gerald L. K. Smith, 
is one of the prices the people of the United 
States pay for their freedom. For Swift is one 
of the purveyors of hate and disruption describ- 
ed by Ralph Lord Roy in the latter’s book, 
“Apostles of Discord,” published by the Beacon 
Press. The Rev. Roy, who is a Methodist minis- 
ter in Vermont, has this to say about the man 
Senator Hennings questioned for a half-hour: 

Perhaps Gerald L. K. Smith's most influ- 
ential supporter is “Anglo-Israelite” Wesley 

Swift, who operates a large hate enterprise 

costing over $40,000 annually in the Los 

Angeles area. Swift has directed activities of 

the Great Pyramid Club, the Anglo-Saxen 

Christian Congregation, and the Anglo-Saxon 

Bible Study Group; collectively, they are 

often considered to constitute the strongest 

racist element on the West Coast. 


At one time Swift was Smith’s chauffeur, 
bodygeard and research assistant. He has re- 
mained intensely loyal to his former boss, 
co-operating with his program and accom- 
panying him on many of his trips. Swift is 
featured regularly at Christian Nationalist 
rallies, where he thunders his denunciation 
of Jews, liberalism and the United Nations; 
he attempts to imitate the dramatic drive of 
his master’s voice. 


Swift’s flagrant racism follows the general 
Christian Nationalist line. He charges that 
the “merchants of Babylon” who “control” 
the clothing industry, the drug industry, 
the jewelry industry, the radio and motion 
picture industry—in fact almost every- 
thing—“hope to keep America from aware- 
ness of its unique destiny under God.” 


Well, if 
we may presume to speak for those two honor- 
able professions both are better off with hate- 
monger Wesley Swift off their rolls entirely. His 
attack on Earl Warren is a recommendation. 
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Farm Aid Is Not Cheap 


Senator Symington has come to the defense 
of the farm price support program with some 
statistics which are apparently designed to show 
that the program doesn’t really cost very much. 

For the past 20 years, the Senator says, the 
cost ef price supports on the sig “basic” com- 
modities—corn, cotton, wheat, peanuts, rice and 
tobacco—has averaged only about $1,000,000 a 
year, which he thinks is a cheap price to pay 
for the benefits accruing to the nation generally 
from the farm program. 

The Senator may well be right on that, but 
his statistics are weak. To average out the cost 
of price supports over the past 20 years gives an 
altogether false impression. It is unfair to in- 
clude the first few years of that period because 
farm prices were not effectively supported in 
those years, It is also unfair to include the years 
of the war and of abnormal postwar demand, 
because during that period prices would have 
‘stayed high without a Government program. 

If the early ‘30s and most of the '40s are ex- 
cluded from Senator Symington’s statistics, how- 
ever, that doesn’t leave too much to go on, The 
truth is that the cost of price supports cannot 
accurately be estimated from the history of past 
abnormal years. Instead of trying to persuade 
itself that the cost is really low, Congress would 
be on sounder ground if it assumed from the 
start that price support when put to the test by a 
period of mounting surpluses is bound to cost 
a good deal. 

But then any kind of aid to farmers, in such 
circumstances, might cost a good deal. Assum- 
ing that farm aid is going to be given, the real 
question is whether price supports are the best 
method of giving it. 
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The Health Division’s Job 

Should the St. Louis Health Division be re- 
sponsible for control and eradication of rabies, 
a fatal disease that is transmitted to human 
beings through the bite of a' rabid dog? 

If the answer Is Yes, then the next question is 
this: Should the Health Division be given the 
tools to meet this important responsibility, in- 
cluding the authority to control the stray dog 
population through control of the City Dog 
Pound? 

Some mempers of the Board of Aldermen, no- 
tably Alderman George J. Grellner, just can't 
bring themselves to answer that one with a Yes. 
Instead, Mr. Grellner wants to permit the Hu- 
mane Society of Missouri, a private agency, to 
take over the dog pound, a public responsibility. 

Control of the Dog Pound obviously is as much 
the Health Division’s job as control of rabies.

From the President on down, no one 
has been reluctant to quote the total 
of security risks separated from the 
Federal Government since the Repub- 
licans took over. But, also from the 
President on down, not one of these 
same sources has been willing to say 
exactly how many of the total separ- 
ated were dropped for Communist or 
espionage activities 
and how many for 
the numerous other 
reasons that are 
grounds for dismis- 
sal under the Eisen- 
hower security for- 
mula. 

Washington news- 
men, among them 
Journal- Bulletin

After the White House announced 
last October that a total of 1456 em- 
ployes had been removed from the gov- 
ernment as security risks, that figure 
was cited repeatedly as evidence of the 
success of the new security program. 
The impression was spread—perhaps in- 
nocently by Mr. Eisenhower, but very 
deliberately by others—that most of 
these separations involved spies, Com- 
munists or Communist sympathizers, 
Senator McCarthy has been particularly 
diligent in propagating that view.

Yet the overall figure covered dis 
missals for every one of the many rea- 
sons specified in the security order— 
alcoholism, sexual 
perversion and several others in addi- 
tion to actual espionage or Communist 
party activity, Some commentators have 
also charged that the total was inflated 
with some cases that were in fact rou- 


tine transfers or reductions in strength 
rather than security risks. 
In the interests of accuracy and to 


‘prevent further misuse of the overall 


statistics by such professional exploit- 
ers as Senator McCarthy, the total fig- 
ure needs to be broken down to indi- 
cate exactly what proportion of the dis- 
missals represented the removal of spies 
or Communists, 

But no one in the Administration 
would release such a breakdown. The 
President was asked for it, Attorney 
General Brownell was asked for it, the 
Civil Service Commission was asked for 
it. Yet it remains an airtight secret. 

And now the overall figure has been 
upped to 2200 by a presidential refer- 
ence in the State of the Union message. 
Mr. Eisenhower was careful to indicate 


that this total included separations for 


all reasons under the security policy, 
not just Communist activity or espion. 
age. But he didn't offer any breakdown, 
and neither did Mr. Brownell when 
pressed for one at a press conference. 


When he took over the presidency, 
Mr. Eisenhower said the‘question of 
subversion in ‘government | would be 
handled openly and efficiently by his 
Administration, Is this cover-up the 
frankness he promised? 

When the President issued his modi- 
fication of the Truman order on secrecy 
of information, he pledged his Admin- 
istration not to hoard up unnecessary 
secrets. ls this how he observes that 
pledge? i 

When the Harry Dexter White case 
finally began to simmer down, Mr. Eis- 
enhower said he hoped that subversion 
would soon disappear as a political is- 
sue. Is the secrecy on security dismis- 
sals, which gives the Red-hunters a free 
hand to magnify the Communists-in-gov- 
ernment problem, consistent with that 
presidential stand? 

We can see no justification for the 
Administration’s attitude. If an errone- 
ous impression has been fostered by 
the cover-up of the breakdown figures, 
let Mr. Brownell and the President ad- 
mit it now and do what they can to 
remedy the damage, rather than com- 
pound it by —. the secrecy 
cloak any longer.

February and March are the 
two critical months in wildlife 
survival. This year the danger 
is greater than it has been sindée 
the drouth year of 1936. Most 
starvation of game is cumulative, 
the result of short rations over 
considerable periods rather than 
for a few days only. During the 
winter months when heavy snow- 
fall occurs, many people show an 
apprehension that birds and ani- 
mals are on such short rations, 
but rarely is a thought given to 
the weeks and months of scarcity 
caused by the hot and dry sum- 
mer that withered and dried up 
almost all of the seed-producing 
plants so necessary for the wild- 
folk’s well-being. 

Habits and habitat of wildlife 
this winter have been entirely 
unpredictable due to the ab- 
normal conditions that have dis- 
rupted the normal conditions of 
food, cover, and water. There is 
scant cover ta be found even in 
the dense woods; streams that 
dried up completely caused a 
shift of habitat, and wildlife has | 
been constantly on the move} 
searching for enough food to 
exist. For some unknown rea- 
son, possibly understood by ducks 
but not by human beings, many 
ducks did not migrate this year 
from the Canadian provinces un- 
til every lake- and pond and | 
stream had frozen solid. | 

Dr. William Rowan, head of’ 
the University of Alberta's zoolo- | 
gy department, and a leading) 
Canadian. wildlife expert, said | 
this unusual behavior appears to 
have some connection with the 
presence of ‘abnormal plumage’ 
the birds have failed to molt. 
Perhaps some instinct told them 
thet there would be ‘slim pick- 
ings’ on their southward journey 
and they were aware that the 
Canadian prairies did provide 
ample food. Bald eagles in num- 
bers have been seen over most 
all of the watercourses in Mis- 
souri—an extraordinary and un- 
precedented shift in their habi- 
tat. Usually on the upper reaches 
of the Meramec, Current, and 
Flevenpoint rivers these majes- 
tic birds are occasionally seen, 
but never in such numbers as 
this year.

2 U.S. REPORTERS 


ARE EXPELLED 
BY GUATEMALA 


New York Times, NBC 
Writers Ousted — 
Reds Attack Nation’s 
Independent Press. 


MEXICO CITY, Feb. 3 (AP)— 
Guatemala’s leftist government 
appeared today to have launched 
a/major crackdown on the press. 
It expelled two United States 


correspondents, and Communist 
supporters of President Jacobo 
Arbenz Guzman bitterly attacked 
the nation’s independent press. 

The ousted newsmen were 
Sidney Gruson, New York Times 
correspondent for Mexico and 
Central America, and Marshiil 
F. Bannell of the National 
Broadcasting Co. Both were 
accused of trying to discredit 
the Guatemalan government. 
Security police hustled both to 
the airport in Guatemala City 
yesterday. 

In announcing their ouster, the 
Guatemalan Foreign Office 
charged “certain organs of in- 
formation in the United States” 
were campaigning in “an in- 
creasing crescendo and malicious 
form against Guatemala for the 
purpose of damaging the good 
relations between the two coun- 
tries.’ 

U.S. Accused of Plot. 

Guatemala charged last week 
that its Central American neigh- 
bors, “with the connivance” of 
the United States, had been plot- 
ting to wreck Arbenz’s govern- 
ment. The President is not him- 
self considered a Communist but 
his government has received 
strong support from the nation’s 
Reds and has gone out of its way 
to please them. 

The United States State De- 
partment rejected the accusation 
as “false and ridiculous,” a state- 

ment echoed by the other gov- 
Nituaivets accused.

‘Defamed This Republic.’ 
The Guatemalan Foreign 
Office Slatement said Gruson 
“systematically defamed and in- 
jured this republic and its gZOv- 
ernment through the press, being 
one of the most active agents of 
the campaign to bring them into 
disrepute.” 

The government objected par- 
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ticularly to an article in which 
Gruson wrote last November. 
Arbenz “has become a prisoner 
of the embrace he so long ago 
gave the Communists.”

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mala, denied the charges. He 
said they came as the result of 
Communist agitation in the area, 
principally against the church. 

The priest told newsmen he 
had been taken earlier to the 
border of neighboring El Salva- 
dor by Guatemalan police, who 
seized his frock and other per- 
sonal effects. El Salvador au- 
thorities turned him back, he 
said, and he came to the capital, 
where he was told his residence 
permit ended this noon. The 
missionary said he will return 
to New York City.

We have “commute” from the 
Latin “commutare,” which is 
composed of the prefix with 
*“‘mutare,” to change. The same 
source gives us “mutation,” 
which we know as a word for 
change, as in “the mutation of 
the seasons.” 


“Commute” first meant to ex- 
change, to substitute one thing 
for another with the particular 
application of giving a smaller 
penalty or payment in place of 
a greater one. And there you 
have “commutation,” such as the 
action of a judge in changing a 
sentence to one less severe. The 
word has seen use as well in the 
sense of diminishing obligations, 
such as taxes or tithes. And it 
is in this connection that we 
have the “commutation ticket,” 
which reduces the cost of travel. 
This makes the “commuter” one 
who travels at reduced rates.

Brill Family Enjoyed Stay in Australian Island State, but he Still Get Winter, Summer Mixed

HERE is a little. seasonal 
T confusion at. the home of the 
Brill family of Webster 
Groves these days. When they 
tell their friends of something 
that occurred last summer they 
are likely to mean last winter 
and when they say autumn they 
really. mean spring. All this is 
because in Tasmania, where 
Kenneth G. Brill Jr., his wife, 
and sons, David and Tommy, 
spent 1953, it’s summer when 
it’s winter here, and the fall 
school term begins in April. 
One thing is certain and that 
is that the Brills are warmer 
this winter, in their home at 
346 Sylvester avenue, than they 
were last “summer” in Tas- 
mania, where central heating is 
a rarity. In spite of this minor 
inconvenience and a few other 
drawbacks such as an abundance 
of snakes and a scarcity of 
coffee, the Brills spent an en- 
joyable and educational year on 
the island “down under” Aus- 
tralia. 


For Brill, geology professor 
who was on leave of absence 


‘from St. Louis University on a 


Fulbright professorship at the 
University of Tasmania, it was 
an interesting year of research 
in a country where little geo- 
logical study has been done. For 
all the family, it was an experi- 
ence in good neighborliness. 

“We have more friends in 
Australia than in any other 
country in the world,” Brill 
says. “The people are very 
grateful to us for our help dur- 
ing World War II. There’s an 
Australian-American group that 
commemorates the Battle of the 
Coral Sea each year. And time 
and again, people would do 
favors for us and then say, ‘We 
want to do something for you 
because. America was so good 
to us.’ 

Brill was notified of his award 
in September 1952, and in Jan- 
uary of last year, the family 
started on their trip. Since the 
University of Tasmania does not 
begin its term until April, as 
draft age boys are in service 
during the three. “summer” 
months of January, February 
and March, the Brills took the 
long way around and went 
through Europe. 

“We saw Queen Elizabeth in 
London and were as close to 
her as we are to you,” Mrs. 
Brill says. “The boys couldn’t 
decide who was prettier, the 
Queen or the stewardess on our 
airplane.” 

In Paris, the boys walked 
down the Eiffel Tower, in 
Egypt they climbed the pyra- 
mids, and rode camels which 
were named Missouri, Happy 
Houligan and Canasta. From 
Port Said, they took a ship via 
Bombay and Ceylon to their 
destination, Hobart, Tasmania. 

If you’re hazy as to where 
Tasmania is, the Brills can tell 
you you're not the only one. 
Few Americans go there, as it’s 
off the beaten tourist track, and 
on most maps, it gets cut off 
and inserted in a square at the 
upper left hand corner, confus- 
ing everyone. Australia’s small- 
est state, it’s south of the main- 
land, an island about the size 
of Iowa. It was once a prison 
colony but that was many years 
ago. 

The University of Tasmania 
is a coeducational school with 
700 students. High in academic 
standards, it takes only top stu- 
dents but is free to all who 
qualify. 

When they first arrived in 
Hobart, the Brills attended 
commencement exercises, which 
are held at the beginning in- 
stead of the end of the college 
year. They were terribly em- 
barrassed when the speaker be- 
gan his formal address and stu- 
dents began yelling, exploding 
firecrackers, and indulging in 
other horseplay. Came to find 
out it was an old Tasmanian 
custom and an indication of the 
popularity of the speaker. 

Generally, students were more

serious minded, Brill found, and 
social life centered around ath- 
letics, « hikes, bicycle riding, 
sailing. The Brill’ boys mean- 
while found both the accepted 
costume (shorts and knee socks 
instead of bluejeans and plaid 
shirts) and the school work 
different. Harder, they both 
agree, and more hazardous since 
knuckle rapping with a ruler is 
a routine practice. e Brills 
returned home shortly after a 
story by correspondent Ernie 
Hill appeared in the Everyday 
Magazine, praising British 
school discipline and found 
their friends interested in their 
reactions. Mrs. Brill admits, a 
little reluctantly, that knuckle 
rapping seems to get results.

éé HEY’RE the politest chil- 
T dren I've ever seen,” she 
said. “They wait until 
you've finished talking, they 
never sit on the busses, they al- 
ways let adults go ahead of 
them. But I still prefer Amer- 
ican children. They're friend- 
lier. There seems to be a gulf 
between Tasmanian children and 
grown-ups. But I must, admit 
children don’t run the family 
there. 

“One thing we were proud 
of,” she adds, “was the Webster 
Groves school system. The boys, 
who attend Goodall and Web- 
ster Junior High, did as well or 
better than others while in 
sehool in Tasmania. David even 
won an honorable mention in 
an essay contest, the subject of 
which was Loyalty to the Queen. 
We joked about wondering 
whether Senator McCarran 
would let us back in the coun- 
try after that.” 


The Brills’ home in Tasmania 
was large and attractive and 
since it belonged to a well-to-do 
store owner who was ftraveling 
abroad, it had a refrigerator and 
washing machine which not all 
Tasmanian homes possess. 


It did not have central heat- 
ing, however, and while Tas- 
mania’s record low temperature 
is 27, the Brills estimate their 
bedroom was a consistent 45 
degrees. Also, all houses, by 
law, have outside ventilators 
in each room so the winds whis- 
tle through merrily. 

The Brills had taken an elec- 
tric blanket, along with alumi- 
num foil, a pressure cooker, a 
jar of meat tenderizer, and pow- 
dered coffee. They found all of 
them most useful. While tea 
was brewed with loving care. 
less respect was shown to cof- 
fee. One night Mrs. Brill tasted 
some which seemed better than 
usual and asked her hostess how 
she’d made it. Half powdered 
coffee, half chicory, said the 
hostess proudly, with a little 
salt and mustard added. Mrs. 


Brill decided she'd lost her taste | 


for coffee. 

Shopping was a problem since 
she had to go to the meat ey 
ket, the green grocer, etc., 
stead of one supermarket. 
There were no_ vegetables 

n in from California” so 
varfety was limited, and frozen 
foods are a novelty. Mrs. Brill 
told women there that it really 
wasn’t true, as they'd heard, 
that American women could 
take an entire meal out of the 
freezer. When she returned 
home she found that in their 
absence, cemplete frozen meals 
had been introduced.

How well these pieces of 
equipment run depends to a 
great extent no what sort of 
shape the belts are in and this 
depends on how well you keep 
an eye on them. 


Before you start fooling about 
with motors and belts, however, 
turn off the equipment at the 
source of power. Automatic 
electric equipment has a nasty 
habit of starting up just about 
the time you get your fingers in 
a bad place. 


First thing to do is to check 
the tension on the belt. If the 
belt is too loose it will slip and 
this means a loss of efficiency 
and also that the motor is hav- 
ing to run more than is neces- 
sary. If the felt is too tight it 
puts a heavy strain on the mo- 
tor which may in time burn it 
out. The tension on the belt can 
usually be regulated by loosen- 
ing the mounting bolts of the 
motor and moving the motor 
backward or forward. Be sure 
when you are finished to tight- 
en up those bolts. 


A worn belt should be re- 
placed for once a belt has be-
